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FARC leader says Colombian 
officials against peace 


BOGOTA (AFP) - A high- 
ranking commander of Colom¬ 
bia's leftist FARC guerrillas 
claims peace talks to end the 
group's decades-old rebellion 
are being blocked by govern¬ 
ment officials who benefit 
from the conflict. 

"We must stop this war by 
reaching an agreement... with¬ 
out hatred, without benefits, by 
making concessions," said Jose 
Benito Cabrera, in an inter¬ 
view broadcast Tuesday eve¬ 
ning on the private television 
station Caracol. 

But he accused Colombia's 
"political class" of not wanting 
to negotiate, saying lower- 
ranking soldiers want peace 
but "their leaders, their super¬ 
visors don't permit it, because 
it would mean an end of busi¬ 
ness for them," without offer¬ 
ing any details. 

Cabrera, also known as 
Fabian Ramirez, also warned 
that, even though the FARC 


pledged earlier this year to 
cease kidnapping civilians for 
ransom, the militants would 
continue to seize soldiers. 

The guerrillas kidnapped 
French journalist Romeo Lan- 
glois in April during a clash 
with the military. He was re¬ 
leased about a month later. 

This was Cabrera's first 
public appearance since No¬ 
vember 2010, when he was 
thought to have been killed in 
a bombing raid by Colombian 
forces in the south of the coun¬ 
try. He is wanted under 13 ar¬ 
rest warrants on charges that 
include terrorism, murder and 
drug trafficking. 

In recent months, the FARC 
has proposed direct dialogue 
with Colombian President 
Juan Miguel Santos to put an 
end to the conflict. 

In June, Colombia's con¬ 
gress passed a constitutional 
reform bill that would allow 
negotiations to go forward.

WILLEMSTAD - The gov¬ 
ernment of Prime Minister 
Gerrit Schotte need to find a 
new partner to maintain his 
majority coalition in the Cu¬ 
racao government, because 
Eugene Cleopa of MAN has 
decided to pull out his sup¬ 
port.. "I had no other option,” 
contends Cleopa. 

Pundits believe it is obvi¬ 
ous that Schotte's party of¬ 
fered Anthony Godett of FOL 
the opportunity to join the 
coalition. Godett, in recent 
months, hinted his willing¬ 
ness several time to give 
Schotte his support. With 
this, the Schotte Cabinet can 
retain the majority in parlia¬ 
ment. Before the loss of 
Cleopa’s seat, the ratio was 
eleven against ten. It is ex¬ 
pected that the party of 
Godett will be offered a min¬ 
isterial post in exchange for 
his support 

At one point eight years 
ago, Godett was poised to be¬ 
come prime minister of the 
Netherlands Antilles; but a 
conviction for corruption 
mitigated his chances. Godett 
then pushed his sister to the 


forefront of the party. 

The current political crisis 
appears to be independent of 
the precarious financial situ¬ 
ation of the island. It began 
early last week when MP Eu¬ 
gene Cleopa said in an inter¬ 
view with the party executive 
that he no longer supported 
the coalition. “The social 
democratic party - MAN - 
has pushed its values and 
norms more and more into 
the background to remain in 
the coalition,” was his reason. 

Repeated personal attacks 
against Cleopa from coalition 
partner Helmin Wiels, leader 
of the independence party 
Pueblo Soberano, appears to 
have also motivated Cleopa’s 
decision, as they were viru¬ 
lent and undignified, with 
Wiels suggesting “he should 
order a coffin, because he is 
practically dead as a politi¬ 
cian”. 

Cleopa’s withdrawal ap¬ 
pears to be a personal deci¬ 
sion, as he did not wish to 
withdraw from his party but 
asked them to support him 
and to break with the coali¬ 
tion, however they refused.

Aruba’s Minister of Tourism, 
Otmar Oduber and CEO of 
the Aruba Tourism Authority, 
Ronella Tjin Asjoe-Croes, 
joined representatives of the 
island’s official animal con¬ 
trol agency and volunteers 
from Animal Rights Aruba, 
ARA, to announce a con¬ 
certed effort to deal hu¬ 
manely with the street dog 
population, which sometimes 
sheds a negative light on 
Aruba’s tourism product. 

Dr. Natalie Booi, consult¬ 
ing veterinarian and spokes 
person for ARA, and Dr. 
Peter Barendson, head of the 
government’s veterinary of¬ 
fice, both agreed it is a com¬ 
plex issue, without “easy 
solutions.” Dr. Booi outlined 
a 4-pronged approach to a 
more permanent and humane 
method of dealing with dogs 
on the streets based on 
“Awareness, Education, Law 
and well-executed steriliza¬ 
tion program.” 

President of the Board that 
administrates Aruba’s 
Tourism Product Enhance¬ 
ment Fund, TPEF, Jan van 
Ness expressed their enthusi¬ 
asm ARA’s well-detailed and 


thought out proposal, when 
announcing the TPEF will 
fund their program with 
300,000 Aruban florins, to be 
divided in two donations, of 
200,000 florins now and an¬ 
other 100,000 by the end of 
the year. 

The first part of the pro¬ 
gram is dedicated to making 
islanders aware of the need to 
be “responsible dog owners;” 
keeping only as many dogs as 
they can afford to feed and 
medicate properly, as well as 
keeping them on their prop¬ 
erty and providing proper 
training. 

The first part also relates to 
Education; lectures, posters, 
stickers and other means of 
raising consciousness that an 
over population of dogs and 
cats is not the government’s 
problem to solve, but must be 
accomplished on an individ¬ 
ual basis. 

A crucial aspect is, unde¬ 
niably, proper laws enacted to 
cite those who mistreat and 
neglect their dogs and cats, 
some of which already exist, 
but are, unfortunately, not 
properly enforced by Com¬ 
munity Police. There is re¬ 


vised legislation now being 
considered in Parliament, 
which will address the issue 
of “Responsible Pet Owner¬ 
ship,” as was as other stipula¬ 
tions, such as obtaining 
permits when wishing to 
breed a dog, or citations is¬ 
sued for troublesome or ag¬ 
gressive dogs, with the 
possibility to legally remove 
a dog from an owner that 
mistreats or seriously neg¬ 
lects it. 

“We have already started a 
program of informing indivi¬ 
duals they are in violation of 
existing law regarding keep¬ 
ing their dogs off the street 
and they could face serious 
fines,” reports Dr. Booi, 
“however, we need support 
from proper authorities to 
back up these regulations.” 

Dr. Barendson related the 
fact that a study done a few 
years ago found that 8 of the 
10 dogs seen on the streets or 
beaches actually have owners 
who allow them to wander 
about. The dogs are drawn to 
the beaches because tourists 
often treat them kindly and 
feed them .

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Judge in Florida teen shooting 
case refuses to withdraw

Obama hopes boosted by swing state poll 


MIAMI (AFP) - The judge in 
the Trayvon Martin murder 
trial has rejected a request 
from the neighborhood watch 
guard who fatally shot the un¬ 
armed black teen that he with¬ 
draw from the case, according 
to court documents released 
yesterday. 

Florida Judge Kenneth 
Lester said in his ruling that 
defendant George Zimmer¬ 
man’s motion was ’’legally in¬ 
sufficient,” as he dismissed the 
petition that he stand down. 

Zimmerman has been 
charged with second-degree 
murder over the February 26 
incident, in which he shot and 
killed Martin, 17, in the city of 
Sanford following an alleged 
dispute. 

Zimmerman had asked 
Judge Lester to step down 


from the case, saying in a mo¬ 
tion that he would not get a fair 
trial after the judge rebuked 
him over a lack of trans¬ 
parency over his finances and 
revoked his bail bond. 

The shooting provoked 
widespread outrage after Zim¬ 
merman, 28, who is half-white 
and half-Hispanic, was not 
charged following the initial 
investigation. 

Martin's family and sup¬ 
porters have claimed racial 
bias in the case and also have 
slammed Florida's controver¬ 
sial gun laws. 

In his first-ever media inter¬ 
view last month, Zimmerman 
apologized for the killing but 
insisted it was done in self-de¬ 
fense, saying: "I'm not a racist 
and I'm not a murderer.” 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama has 
opened clear leads over Repub¬ 
lican Mitt Romney in three 
vital states, new polls found 
yesterday, in a scenario likely 
to see him reelected if repeated 
in November. 

Surveys of Florida, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania by Quinni- 
piac University and the New 
York Times and CBS News 
showed the Democratic presi¬ 
dent breaking the crucial 50 
percent barrier, less than 100 
days before November's elec¬ 
tion. 

Large numbers of those 
polled saw Romney unfavor¬ 
ably, in a worrying sign for the 
presumptive Republican no¬ 
minee who is trying to refocus 
his attack on Obama's record 
on the stalled economy after a 
gaffe-strewn overseas tour. 

"If today were November 6, 
President Barack Obama 
would sweep the key swing 
states of Florida, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania and — if history 
is any guide — into a second 
term,” said Peter Brown, assis¬ 
tant director of the Quinnipiac 
University Polling Institute. 

No candidate since 1960 
has won the White House with¬ 
out winning two of the trio and 
Romney's path to victory is 
wafer thin unless he captures 
both the perennial bellwether 
Ohio and the largest swing 
state, Florida. 

Obama led in the polls by 
51 to 45 percent in Florida, by 


Wikileaks 
lawyer 
'worried' 
for Assange 
health 


MADRID (AFP) - The re¬ 
nowned Spanish lawyer repre¬ 
senting Julian Assange said he 
was worried about the Wik¬ 
iLeaks founder's health due to 
the pressure on him as he 
fights efforts to extradite him 
from Britain. 

Baltasar Garzon, known for 
pursuing Chile's former dicta¬ 
tor Augusto Pinochet, met As¬ 
sange, 41, on July 19 in the 
Ecuadorean embassy in Lon¬ 
don, where the Australian Wik¬ 
ileaks man has taken refuge 
and is seeking asylum. 

"He seemed to me steady 
and determined to continue the 
fight in which he believes,” 
Garzon told reporters in 
Madrid. "But at the same time 
I am worried about his psycho¬ 
logical and physical condition, 
because the tension he is expe¬ 
riencing is very great.”. 


50 to 44 percent in Ohio and by 
53 to 42 percent in Pennsylva¬ 
nia, with his advantage under¬ 
pinned by his appeal to among 
women voters. 

The 50 percent polling bar¬ 
rier is historically an important 
indicator of a president's 
prospects for re-election, and 
Obama has for months strug¬ 
gled to climb above it in na¬ 
tional popular vote polls and 
approval ratings surveys. 

Likeability can also be an 
important indicator of a candi¬ 
date's electoral performance 
and Romney's poor showing on 
this may concern his campaign. 

Some 42 percent of Florida 
voters, 43 percent of Ohioans 
and 47 percent of Pennsylvani¬ 
ans said they had an unfavor¬ 
able opinion of him. In all three 
states Romney's favorable 
ranking was lower than his un¬ 
favorable one. 

Obama enjoyed favorable 
ratings of 50 percent or over in 
all three battlegrounds. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
regulator yesterday proposed 
tougher standards to protect 
privacy and collection of data 
of children using the Internet. 

The Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission unveiled a proposal to 
expand the scope of privacy 
rule not just to website opera¬ 
tors, but to third-party applica¬ 
tions and "plug-ins” which 
may be on social networks or 
on mobile phones. 

The proposal would modify 
the definitions of "operator” 
and "website or online service 
directed to children” 

"This change would make 
clear that an operator of a 
child-directed site or service 
that chooses to integrate the 
services of others that collect 
personal information from its 


There were also signs that 
the Obama's advertizing blitz, 
portraying Romney's career at 
Bain Capital as that of a heart¬ 
less corporate raider who got 
rich by destroying middle class 
jobs, may be working. 

Forty-eight percent of those 
asked in Florida, 50 percent in 
Ohio and 51 percent in Penn¬ 
sylvania said Romney's busi¬ 
ness experience was too fo¬ 
cused on profits rather than 
equipping him to get the econ¬ 
omy going again.

8.2 percent. 

Though Obama appears to 
be doing well in the three 
swing states, other polls of the 
wider race give him a narrower 
lead or show him a tie with 
Romney.

The move comes after 
Facebook said it was working 
on technology that would per¬ 
mit children under the age of 
13 to use the social network 
site with parental supervision. 

Facebook currently requires 
members to be at least 13, but 
the new effort is being made 
because many children lie 
about their age to get access to 
the world's biggest social net¬ 
work. 

A 2010 investigation by 
The Wall Street Journal found 
that popular children's web¬ 
sites installed more data-gath- 
ering technology on computers 
than websites aimed at adults.

Two thirds of the continental 
United States is now suffering 
from the most widespread 
drought since the 1950s. 

And the drought in Ame¬ 
rica's breadbasket is intensify¬ 
ing at an unprecedented rate, 
driving concern food prices 
could soar if crops in the 
world's key producer are deci¬ 
mated. 

The latest US Drought 
Monitor reported a nearly 
threefold increase in areas of 
extreme drought in the course 
of a single week in the nine 
Midwestern states where three 
quarters of the country's corn 
and soybean crops are pro¬ 
duced. 

"It's kind of like being 
sucker-punched in the stom¬ 
ach," Larry Hasheider, an illi- 
nois farmer told AFP. "You 
think, 'OK, it's bad this week, 
but next week it can't be this 
way. Well, it is." 

Hasheide is fortunate — 
most of his farm is irrigated — 
but officials say only about 15 
percent of US cornfields are. 
Some rural water suppliers are 
talking about mandatory re¬ 
strictions because they have 
seen such a dramatic drop in 
the water table. 

The percentage of the na¬ 
tion's com crop rated very poor 
or poor rose to 48 percent in 
the week ending July 29, while 
47 percent of the soybean crop 
was in very poor or poor con-

dition, according to the US De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

That's the worst rating since 
the drought of 1988, which cut 
production by 20 percent and 
cost the economy tens of bil¬ 
lions of dollars. 

With grazing pastures also 
parched and feed prices at 
record highs, many ranchers 
are sending their animals to 
slaughter early because it's too 
costly to keep them until full 
size. 

President Barack Obama's 
administration has opened up 
protected US land to help 
farmers and ranchers and has 
encouraged crop insurance 
companies to forgo charging 
interest for a month. 

It has also provided emer¬ 
gency low-interest loans to 


Brussels launches campaign against counterfeit toys 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Commission launched 
a new campaign yesterday 
against counterfeit toys, which 
are mostly made in China and 
can pose health risks to chil¬ 
dren. 

The campaign features a 
video of an animated robot ad¬ 
vising would-be buyers to al¬ 
ways look for the CE mark on 
toys, which means the item 
complies with European Union 
safety mles. 


Other advice includes never 
giving toys with detachable 
parts to kids under three years 
in age and to read all warnings 
that accompany a toy. 

The commission said more 
than half of all dangerous 
products sold in the EU were 
made in China. 

EU Industry Commissioner 
Antonio Tajani wants greater 
traceability of products, and 
said counterfeit merchandise 
worth more than 500 billion 


euros is in circulation globally. 

"These are from products in 
all sectors: toys, machines, tex¬ 
tiles. The impact on employ¬ 
ment is enormous," Tajani 
said. 

Knock-off toys can contain 
dangerous levels of heavy met¬ 
als and other toxic substances. 

Tajani also called on mem¬ 
ber states to better enforce EU 
rules aimed at stemming coun¬ 
terfeits.

Stem cells blamed for cancer re-growth 



PARIS (AFP) - Researchers 
presented evidence Wednes¬ 
day for the existence of cancer 
stem cells, with three different 
studies seeking to end a 
decades-old scientific dispute 
about how tumours grow. 

The discovery should lead 
to new drugs targeting stem 
cells that cause tumours to 
reappear after cancer therapy, 
the teams argued in three sci¬ 
entific papers published simul¬ 
taneously in the journals 
Nature and Science. 

’’The hypothesis (that cancer 
stem cells exist) has been 
around now for some time. 
Hopefully these three papers 
now make an end to the dis¬ 
cussion,” Dutch researcher 
Hugo Snippert told AFP. 

All the studies were con¬ 
ducted on lab mice. 

Some experts have main¬ 
tained that tumours are com¬ 


prised of masses of cancer 
cells that are all the same, and 
all dividing. 

But Snippert said the latest 
papers clearly show a hierar¬ 
chy of cells in tumours, with 
different functions — including 
stem cells that act as cancer 
cell factories. 

Stem cells are infant cells 
that develop into specialised 
tissues of the body, touted by 
medicine as a future source 
from which to replenish dam¬ 
aged tissue. 

In the case of intestinal can¬ 
cer, a healthy stem cell mu¬ 
tates to create a ’’cell of origin” 
from which a tumour grows, 
said Snippert. The tumour 
contains stem cells which then 
create new cancer cells. 

Cancer stem cells must now 
be targeted for drug research, 
argued Snippert, a member of 
the University Medical Center 


Utrecht research team which 
focused on intestinal cancer 
and published its findings in 
Science. 

’’Since the cancer stem cells 
are so similar to normal stem 
cells, most treatments also 
harm the normal stem cells,” 
he said. "That is why it is im¬ 
portant now to have a look at 
cancer stem cells, comparing 
them to normal stem cells to 
find the differences.” 

Focusing on incurable brain 
tumours, a US-based research 
team said they had found a 
subset of cells that appear to 
be the source of new tumour 
growth after chemotherapy. 

’’This study serves as a 
proof of principle that in at 
least some solid tumours func¬ 
tional cancer stem cells exist,” 
researcher Luis Parada of the 
University of Texas South¬ 
western Medical Center told 
AFP. 

Also writing in Nature, a 
separate team in Belgium and 
the UK found a sub-popula¬ 
tion of tumour cells with stem¬ 
like properties in skin cancer. 

’’Taken together these re¬ 
ports provide evidence that 
point towards the existence of 
cells that may represent cancer 
stem cells,” said a Nature press 
statement. 

Snippert said the latest tech¬ 
nology has allowed the scien¬ 
tists to examine tumour cancer 
growth in as natural a state as 
possible, unlike earlier studies 
that involved tumour trans¬ 


plants in lab mice. 

The Dutch team was able to 
breed special mice in which 
different tumour cells dis¬ 
played different colours which 
could then be studied under a 
microscope. 

Say the tumour cells were 
red and the stem cell blue, the 
scientists could follow the 
stem cell’s progeny as they 
spread in the tumour. 

’’Because of the colours we 
could visualise everything 
within one and the same tu¬ 
mour in its original mouse at 


the original position where the 
tumour was formed,” Snippert 
said. ”It is more natural... as it 
would behave normally in pa¬ 
tients.” 

The three teams studied dif¬ 
ferent organs using somewhat 
different techniques, but all 
with technology that allowed 
them to let the tumours grow 
undisturbed, said Snippert. 

’’Better understanding of the 
cancer stem cells will be criti¬ 
cal for re-evaluation of exist¬ 
ing therapies and development 
of new ones,” added Parada.

Twitter clocks half-billion 
users: monitor 


PARIS (AFP) - Over 500 mil¬ 
lion people are on micro-blog¬ 
ging site Twitter and 
Americans and Brazilians are 
the most connected, according 
to a study by social media 
monitor Semiocast released. 

Twitter surpassed the half¬ 
billion mark at the end of June, 
with the United States ac¬ 
counting for both the most 
users and largest number of 
’’tweets" or short messages of 
no more than 140 characters 
posted on the site. 

The Paris-based monitor 
carried out the study by 
analysing data like time zone, 
geolocation and language 
available for the social net¬ 
working site's total 517 million 
accounts. 

The US accounted for more 
than 141 million of Twitter 
users, with Brazil ranking sec¬ 
ond with 41 million after see¬ 


ing its number rise by 23 per¬ 
cent since the start of the year. 
Japan came in third with 35 
million users. 

Americans also posted the 
highest number of Twitter 
messages, with 25.8 percent of 
all tweets hailing from the US. 

Japan came second ac¬ 
counting for 10.6 percent of all 
tweets, making Japanese the 
second most common lan¬ 
guage on Twitter after English. 

The study found Jakarta to 
be the most active Twitter 
zone, with 2.4 percent of all 
tweets originating in the In¬ 
donesian capital. 

The popularity of Twitter 
continued to soar in the Arab 
world following the site's key 
role in the "Arab Spring" rev¬ 
olutions last year, with Arabic 
now the site's sixth most com¬ 
mon language.

BEIJING (AFP) - China has 
said it will land an exploratory 
craft on the moon for the first 
time next year, as part of an 
ambitious space programme 
that includes a long-term plan 
to put a man on the moon. 

China's third lunar probe 
will blast off in the second half 
of 2013 and attempt to land 
and transmit back a survey of 
the moon's surface, state tele¬ 
vision reported. 

If it succeeds, experts said it 
would be the first craft to land 
on the moon as part of a mis¬ 
sion — as opposed to perform¬ 
ing a controlled crash landing 
at the end of one — since the 
Soviet space programme 
achieved the feat in the 1970s. 

Beijing sees its multi-bil- 
lion-dollar space programme 
as a symbol of its rising global 
stature, growing technical ex¬ 
pertise, and the Communist 
Party's success in turning 
around the fortunes of the once

poverty-stricken 
nation. 

The Asian su¬ 
perpower has 
been ramping 
up its manned 
activities as the 
United States, long the 
leader in the field, has scaled 
back some of its programmes, 
such as retiring its iconic space 
shuttle fleet. 

In its last white paper on 
space, China said it was work¬ 
ing towards landing a man on 
the moon — a feat so far only 
achieved by the United States, 
most recently in 1972 — al¬ 
though it did not give a time 
frame. 

It has spent about 39 billion 
yuan ($6.1 billion) on its 
manned space programme 
since it began 20 years ago, 
state media have said. 

Most recently, a 13-day 
voyage of the Shenzhou-9 
spacecraft became China's

longest-ever space mission 
and was notable for including 
the nation's first woman astro¬ 
naut among its three-member 
crew. 

The crew also achieved 
China's first manual docking 
with an orbital module, the 
Tiangong-1, a highly complex 
manoeuvre first conducted by 
the Americans in the 1960s 
and essential to building a per¬ 
manent manned space station. 

The first key achievement 
in that programme came in 
1999 with the launch of the un¬ 
manned Shenzhou-1 craft.

Fed holds fire on new stimulus despite 
weak growth 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Federal Reserve downgraded 
its assessment of the US eco¬ 
nomy yesterday saying growth 
had slowed, but shied away 
from launching a fresh round 
of economic stimulus. 

"Economic activity decele¬ 
rated somewhat over the first 
half of this year," the Fed said 
at the conclusion of a two-day 
top-level meeting as it left cur¬ 
rent monetary policies in 
place. 

The interest rate-setting 
Federal Open Market Commit¬ 
tee said it expected "economic 
growth to remain moderate 
over coming quarters and then 
to pick up very gradually."

will decline only slowly." 

But there was no new ac¬ 
tion to juice the economy. 

Instead bank policymakers 
reiterated their pledge to leave 
interest rates close to zero until 
the end of 2014 and said they 
stood ready to act. 

The Fed has kept interest 
rates at historic lows, between 
zero and 0.25 percent, since 
December 2008 in a bid to 
spur recovery from the Great 
Recession. 

The committee vowed to 
"provide additional accommo¬ 
dation as needed to promote a 


stronger economic recovery 
and sustained improvement in 
labor market conditions in a 
context of price stability." 

With few tools left in the 
box and the outlook murky, the 
Fed has been reluctant to em¬ 
bark on a third round of asset 
purchases, or quantitative eas¬ 
ing, dubbed QE3. 

Chairman Ben Bernanke 
and his colleagues have pre¬ 
ferred to wait and see whether 
a recent slowdown has been a 
blip, or a harbinger of worse 
times ahead. 


IMF: Japan must do more to 
shrink public debt 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japan must 
do more to shrink its massive 
public debt, the International 
Monetary Fund said yesterday, 
but added that the nation's dis¬ 
aster-hit economy was reco¬ 
vering well despite turmoil 
overseas. 

The Washington-based IMF 
"welcomed" Tokyo's plan to 
double the country's sales tax 
to 10 percent by 2015, a deeply 
unpopular move that the go¬ 
vernment said was crucial to 
put Japan's fiscal house in 


order. 

The legislation has passed 
the lower house of parliament 
but it remained unclear 
whether it would get a stamp 
of approval in the upper house 
before becoming law. 

Japan is grappling with a 
debt that stands at more than 
double gross domestic product, 
the highest ratio in the indus¬ 
trialised world, and it is poised 
to grow as a rapidly ageing 
population turns to public pen¬ 
sions.

IMF chief warns on 


decline in confidence 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund Man¬ 
aging Director Christine 
Lagarde yesterday warned that 
the world was suffering a crisis 
of confidence amid tumult in 
Europe and looming problems 
in the United States. 

Citing a litany of problems, 
from Greece's sovereign debt 
crisis to poor economic data, 
Lagarde told reporters "what 
we're seeing at the moment is 
clearly a decline of confi¬ 
dence." 

And for good reason given 
the "relatively bleak picture" 
on the global economic scene. 

"We don't see a major 


uptick either in advanced 
economies or in emerging mar¬ 
kets," she said. 

Lagarde also warned that 
the eurozone's long-running 
public debt crisis is not the 
only problem confronting 
world leaders. 

She stressed the need for 
the United States to avoid 
year-end mandated drastic 
spending cuts and tax in¬ 
creases. Congress has the 
power to avert the so-called 
"fiscal cliff. There are serious 
questions concerning the US 
economic future, particularly 
as a result of the possible fiscal 
cliff." 


Spanish regions rebel 
against debt limits 


MADRID (AFP) - Several 
Spanish regions are rebelling 
against the central govern¬ 
ment's decision to cap their 
debt, raising fresh doubts yes¬ 
terday over its ability to meet 
deficit targets agreed with 
Brussels. 

Regional finance chiefs at a 
meeting with the national 
treasury agreed late Tuesday to 
an overall debt ceiling for the 
17 regions of 15.1 percent of 
output in 2012 and 16 percent 
in 2013. 

But four regions, including 
two of the largest, Catalonia 
and Andalucia, refused to ac¬ 
cept the central government's 
clampdown on their finances. 

Catalonia, Spain's richest 
region with an economy equal 
in size to Portugal's, boycotted 
the meeting altogether while 
the finance chief of Andalucia, 
the country's most populous, 
walked out of the gathering. 

Two smaller regions, As¬ 
turias and the Canary Islands, 
voted against the targets at the 
meeting. 


"The lack of internal cohe¬ 
sion is highly damaging to the 
international credibility of 
Spain at a key moment for its 
economy and that of the euro¬ 
zone," Barcelona-based daily 
La Vanguardia wrote in an ed¬ 
itorial yesterday. 

Spain has slashed spending 
and raised taxes as it seeks to 
convince markets that it will 
not need a full bailout, on top 
of a 100 billion euro ($123 bil¬ 
lion) credit line from the EU 
agreed in June for its stricken 
banks. 

The regional governments, 
which fund education and 
healthcare, are crucial to Prime 
Minister Mariano Rajoy's ef¬ 
fort to bring the country's over¬ 
all public deficit down to just 
below a EU limit of 3.0 per¬ 
cent of output by 2014. 

They accounted for two- 
thirds of Spain's deficit slippage 
last year, when the country 
missed its target of keeping the 
deficit to 6.0 percent of eco¬ 
nomic output and instead let it 
slide to 8.9 percent.

ROME (AFP) - Italy's 
highest court this 
week ruled that 
telling a man he has 
"no balls" as an in¬ 
sult is a crime pun¬ 
ishable with a fine 
because it hurts 
male pride in a rul¬ 
ing on a curious row 
between two 

cousins. The case 
was brought to the 
supreme court by a 
lawyer named only as Vittorio against his cousin Alberto, 
a justice of the peace, for the phrase uttered during a 
heated courtroom exchange in the southern Italian city 
of Potenza. The court also found that because the insult 
was uttered at the workplace with third parties present it 
could be seen as damaging Vittorio's reputation. Vitto¬ 
rio's lawyer had argued that the expression implied that 
his client was "worth less than other men because he did 
not have the attributes." A judge will now rule on the fine 
that Alberto should pay to Vittorio. The ruling, which 
comes after years of legal dispute, did not specify 
whether any insults against women should now also be 
considered crimes. 



Somali comedian who poked fun at 
Islamists shot dead 

MOGADISHU (AFP) - Gun¬ 
men shot dead a well-known 
comedian known for poking 
fun at Al-Qaeda linked Shebab 
insurgents in the Somali capi¬ 
tal Mogadishu, officials and 
colleagues said Wednesday. 

Abdi Jeylani Malaq Mar¬ 
shale, in his late thirties or 
early forties, was killed late 
Tuesday, minutes after leaving 



he worked as drama producer 
and performer. 

"Two men shot and seri¬ 
ously injured Marshale... the 
comedian was later pro¬ 
nounced dead," said police 
lieutenant Mohamed Gaal, 
adding that "unfortunately the 
assailants escaped." 

The shooting of Marshale, 
who also worked for the Lon- 
don-based Universal TV sta¬ 


tion and who reported having 
received death threats on sev¬ 
eral occasions, is the latest in a 
string of apparently targeted 
killings against media workers. 

Colleagues mourned the 
loss of a man they called a 
leader of the war-tom nation’s 
comedy scene. His shows have 
aired on Universal TV and are 
also available on YouTube. 

"This is a black day for the 
entire entertainment industry, 


he was a leader in Somali 
comedy and everybody liked 
his performance." said Yusuf 
Keynan, a presenter at Kul- 
miye radio. 

Marshale was known for 
airing dramas making fun of 
the extremist Shebab and for 
participating in youth advo¬ 
cacy programmes aimed at 
preventing young Somalis 
from joining the insurgents. 


River Phoenix's last film to screen 20 
years after death

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Nearly 
two decades after his much 
publicised death, actor River 
Phoenix's last movie "Dark 
Blood" will premiere at a 
Dutch film festival. 

"'Dark Blood' by director 
George Sluizer will premiere 
on Thursday evening, Septem¬ 
ber 27 at the Netherlands Film 
Festival in Utrecht," according 
to the festival's website. 

The Dutch director had fin¬ 
ished four-fifths of the movie 
when Phoenix, playing one of 
the three main roles, collapsed 
and died of a drug-induced 
heart-failure outside a Holly¬ 
wood nightclub on October 
31,1993. 

The 86-minute film was left 
unfinished until 80-year-old 
Sluizer's deteriorating health 
prompted him to restart post 
production two years ago, his 
daughter Anouk Sluizer told 
AFP. 

It was finished in January 
this year. 

"My father is ill and he de¬ 
cided to resume the movie's 
post-production after almost 
20 years," she said, adding "he 
had shot about 81 percent and 
there was enough material to 


make 
movie." 

Dark Blood tells the 
story of Boy (played by 
Phoenix), a young wid¬ 
ower who retreats into 
the desert to live a reclu¬ 
sive life after his wife 
died as a result of nuclear 
testing. 

He saves a stranded 
couple on their second 
honeymoon, only to keep 
them hostage as he fell in 
love with the female lead 
character (played by Judy 
Davis), according to a state¬ 
ment published on the Nether¬ 


lands Film Festival's website. 

Because of Phoenix's death, 
Anouk said: "My father had to 
find a creative solution, about 
which I cannot say much as 
there is an element of sur¬ 
prise." 

Phoenix died aged 23 and at 
the time was regarded as one 
of the most promising rising 
young actors of his generation 
together with his peers such as 
Johnny Depp and Brad Pitt. 

His death at the time was 
compared to that of another sil¬ 
ver screen legend James Dean, 
who perished in a car crash in 
1955 at the age of 24.

GENEVA (AFP) - The absent- 
minded passenger who left a 
Stradivarius violin worth mil¬ 
lions of euros on a train in 
Switzerland last week was 
identified as a top concert vio¬ 
linist by the BemerZeitung. 

Alexander Dubach, an ac¬ 
claimed exponent of the works 
of Paganini, forgot the precious 
instrument on Friday when he 
got off the suburban train at 
Bern, near his home in Thun. 

It was handed in at the sta¬ 
tion's lost-property office on 
Sunday after a police appeal for 
help. 

Pascal Tretola, the fellow 
passenger who returned the vi¬ 
olin, told the paper that he had 
not been able to take it back 
any earlier because he had to 
work on Saturday. 

"There were some drunks in 
the train, which is why I took 
the violin case to make sure 
nothing happened to it," he 
said, adding that he had sus¬ 


pected it was valuable. 

When he heard the police 
appeal, he was "very sur¬ 
prised". 

Dubach, who does not own 
the violin, was very relieved. "I 
would never have been able to 
repair the damage," he said, 
vowing never to transport it by 
himself again. 

"I will pick it up just before 
a concert and give it back 
straight away afterwards," he 
said. 

The violin's owner, who 
wants to remain anonymous, 
told the paper and he and 
Dubach would reward Tretola 
amply even though he "had not 
asked for anything." 

Around 600 violins made 
by Italian master craftsman An¬ 
tonio Stradivari are still in ex¬ 
istence. In 2008, a US violinist 
left a $4-million (3.2-million- 
euro) Stradivarius in the back 
of a New York cab. The cabbie 
returned the violin to its owner.

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Gyurta wins 200m 
breaststroke in world 
record 



LONDON (AFP) - Hungarian Daniel Gyurta broke British 
hearts when he beat off Michael Jamieson in world- 
record time to win the men's 200m breaststroke gold 
medal yesterday. The dual world and European cham¬ 
pion had to pull out all stops to fight off the strong-fin¬ 
ishing Jamieson amid the din of the roaring home crowd 
to win in a new world mark of 2:07.28. Gyurta broke the 
record of 2:07.31 set by Australian Christian Sprengerat 
the 2009 world championships in Rome. Jamieson took 
silver in 2:07.43 and Japan's Ryo Tateishi claimed 
bronze, a full second back in 2:08.29. "I can't believe it, it 
was my dream when I was young (to get the medal and 
the world record). Japan's Kosuke Kitajima, going for a 
third straight Olympic title, was shut out of the medals 
in fourth. The roar from the home crowd was ear-splitting 
as Jamieson issued his challenge as Britain seek their 
first gold medal in the pool. 



LONDON - Venezuela's Ruben Limardo tore off his head- 
piece, pumped both arms in the air and ran around the 
arena after winning the Olympic gold medal in the indi¬ 
vidual epee, beating out silver medalist Bartosz Piasecki 
of Norway by the score of 15-10 in the final round of the 
tournament. Jung Jinsun of South Korea won the 
bronze, edging Santa Monica native Seth Kelsey by the 
tune of 12-11 in a match that needed overtime to decide 
a winner.

Eight kicked out as badminton 
scandal rocks Games

(AFP) - Eight badminton play¬ 
ers were disqualified from the 
Olympics on Wednesday after 
a scandal over ’’throwing" 
matches. 

Four pairs in the women’s 
doubles competition — one 
from China, one from Indone¬ 
sia and two from South Korea 
— were barred after being hit 
by disciplinary charges of the 
Badminton World Federation 
(BWF) took action. 

The BWF confirmed that 
the eight had been disqualified 
for trying to lose matches in 
the round robin phase to ma¬ 
nipulate the knockout draw. 

A last-ditch appeals process 
was also rejected in the min¬ 
utes leading up to the sched¬ 
uled quarter-final start time. 

The players at the heart of 
the scandal had been charged 
with "not using one’s best ef¬ 
forts to win a match" and 
"conducting oneself in a man¬ 
ner that is clearly abusive or 
detrimental to the sport". 


They were allegedly at¬ 
tempting to manipulate the 
final standings in the first- 
round group stage, with two 
pairs who had already quali¬ 
fied apparently wanting to lose 
to secure a favourable draw in 
the next round. 

The eight are Chinese are 
top seed Yu Yang and Wang 


Xiaoli, South Korea's Ha 
Jung-Eun and Kim Min-Jung 
as well as Jung Kyung-Eun 
and Kim Ha-Na and Indone¬ 
sian pair Meiliana Jauhari and 
Greysia Polii. 

The Group A match at 
Wembley Arena between Chi¬ 
nese top seeds Yu Yang and 
Wang Xiaoli and unseeded 
South Korean pair Jung 
Kyung and Kim Ha-Na late 
Tuesday came under scrutiny 
by the BWF after the Chinese 
lost heavily. 

The longest rally in the 
match was just four shots. 

Their defeat meant Yu and 
Wang avoided playing fellow 
Chinese pair Tian Qing and 
Zhao Yunlei in the quarter-fi¬ 
nals. 

London Olympics chair¬ 
man Sebastian Coe described 
the scandal as "depressing" 
and "unacceptable", but offi¬ 
cials said spectators who had 
paid to watch the farcical 
matches would not be re¬ 
funded. 

Leading badminton figures 
welcomed the disqualifica¬ 
tions in a sport not known for 
its iron-handed discipline. 

"As a sportsman, that is re¬ 
ally wrong," Charoen Wat- 
tanasin, executive board 
member of the BWF, and a 
Thailand Olympic Committee 
vice-president, told AFP. 

"Once you are on the court, 
like it or not, you have to try to 
win. That is why the spectators 
paid their money. 

"Sooner or later something 
had to be done. I see the mo¬ 
tive. I feel sorry for what hap¬ 
pened. I'm not condemning 
anyone. But the disciplinary 
committee had to do some¬ 
thing." 



LONDON - Prime Minister David Cameron's wish came 
true Wednesday as host nation Great Britain won a first 
gold medal -- at last -- at the London Olympics. Britain 
had to wait till day five to strike gold, with rowers Helen 
Glover and Heather Stanning taking the women's pair 
title. The 27-year-old Stanning and Glover, 26, estab¬ 
lished an imperious lead from the start in the coxless 
pair's. -- stretching it to as much as two lengths at one 
point -- as they opened Britain's gold medal account. 
Australia's Kate Hornsey and Sarah Tait claimed silver, 
with Juliette Haigh and Rebecca Scown of New Zealand 
a mere 0.33 seconds behind in third. Tens of thousands 
of British fans -- eager for a first victory for the Olympic 
hosts -- had lined the banks of Eton Dorney to witness 
the Britons finish in 7:27.13, three seconds ahead of 
Australia. 
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Wiggins blitzes rivals 
to claim fourth 
Olympic gold 



LONDON (AFP) - Tour de 
France champion Bradley 
Wiggins of Britain bagged the 
fourth Olympic gold medal of 
his career here Wednesday 
after blitzing his rivals to win 
the men's road race time trial. 

Germany's reigning world 
champion Tony Martin fin¬ 
ished second to take the silver 
with Britain's Chris Froome in 
third taking the bronze. 

Wiggins, crowned Britain's 
first yellow jersey champion 
10 days ago, crossed in 50min 
39sec for the 44 km race 
against the clock which started 
and finished at the former res¬ 
idence of King Henry VIII, 
Hampton Court Palace. 

Reigning world champion 
Martin was racing under par 
after suffering a broken wrist 
on the Tour de France and he

did well to clock 51:21. 

Froome, who finished run¬ 
ner-up to Wiggins on the Tour 
de France, timed 51:47 to keep 
American Taylor Phinney off 
the bronze by just 11 secs. 

Defending Olympic cham¬ 
pion Fabian Cancellara, who 
was also racing with injury 
after banging his shoulder Sat¬ 
urday in a crash during the 
men's road race, finished well 
out of the medals, more more 
than two minutes behind Wig¬ 
gins with 52:53. 

It is Wiggins' first Olympic 
title on the road, having won 
his three previous gold in track 
cycling's pursuit events. 

"I cannot put it into words. I 
wouldn't do it justice," said 
Wiggins. "To win an Olympic 
gold in your home city. When 
you win in the velodrome, 
there are three or four thou¬ 
sand people cheering. 

"Here, around the streets of 
London, the noise is just 
amazing. I don't think any¬ 
thing will top that. I've just 
won the Tour de France. It's 
just been phenomenal." 

Now with a total of seven 
Olympic medals including 
four gold, Wiggins has over¬ 
taken Sir Steve Redgrave's 
previous record tally of six 
medals for a Briton. 

Redgrave won five gold and 
one bronze and for Wiggins, 
the retired rower is still one 
ahead of him. 


Uchimura rids himself of Olympic 
'demon' 


LONDON (AFP) - Japan's 
Kohei Uchimura said he felt 
like he'd out-run a "demon" 
after winning his first Olympic 
title on Wednesday to confirm 
his position as the world's out¬ 
standing male gymnast. 

The 23-year-old had been 
gunning for the all-round gold 
medal ever since he lost out to 
China's Yang Wei, who has 
since retired, at the 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Games. 

There have been three con¬ 
secutive world titles in the in¬ 
tervening years — an 
unprecedented feat — but 
Uchimura's appetite for suc¬ 
cess remained unsated. 

Matters were not helped by 
Japan's loss to defending 
champions China in Monday's 
team final, but after holding 
off Germany's Marcel Nguyen 
to take the individual title on 
Wednesday, Uchimura admit¬ 
ted to a sense of relief. 

"I have been a world cham¬ 
pion three times in a row, but 
this is different," he told re¬ 
porters at London's North 
Greenwich Arena. "It's once 
every four years, so there is a 
wait. I feel like a demon was 
chasing me this time." 

While his rivals slipped and 
tumbled around him, 



Uchimura drew upon all his 
trademark poise to deftly plot 
his route around the apparatus 
to finish with an average score 
of 15.448 across the six disci¬ 
plines. 

Only on his final floor exer¬ 
cise did he show any sign of 
nerves, stumbling slightly as 
he landed his second tumbling 
pass, but by then it was too late 
for his rivals to have any hope 
of overhauling him. 

Uchimura paid tribute to his 
mother, who encouraged his 
early passion for gymnastics 
and was present in London to 
witness the crowning moment 
of her son's career. 

"My mother has always 
been my biggest source of sup¬ 
port," he said. "Before the 


Games, she told me that the 
loudest voice in the arena 
would be hers." 

Uchimura's elegance and 
grace under pressure have 
prompted some observers to 
anoint him the greatest male 
gymnast of all time, but he re¬ 
fused to be drawn into making 
comparisons with his prede¬ 
cessors. 

"The best gymnast of all 
time? I'm flattered, but at the 
same time, I can always do 
better," he said. 

Victory made Uchimura the 
fourth Japanese male gymnast 
to win the Olympic all-around 
title, after Yukio Endo (1964), 
Sawao Kato (1968 and 1972), 
and Koji Gushiken (1984). 


Juve coach Conte's plea deal rejected 


ROME (AFP) - The Italian 
football federation rejected a 
three-month ban on Wednes¬ 
day for Juventus coach Anto¬ 
nio Conte, throwing out a 
proposed plea bargain for 
match-fixing as Italy's betting 
scandal widens. 

Conte had originally denied 
allegations of failing to report 
match-fixing in two games 
when he was coach of Siena in 
the 2010-2011 season. He then 
proposed a deal with prosecu¬ 
tors for a three-month ban, 
hoping to avoid a jail sentence. 

A disciplinary committee 
hearing on Wednesday rejected 
the attempted deal made with

The matches in question, 
which took place when Siena 
was in Serie B, were against 
Novara and Albinoleffe. 

The fall-out of the so-called 
"Calcioscommesse" — football 
betting — investigation has 
been felt since last year with 
several high-profile names im¬ 
plicated. 

Italy have a history of 
match-fixing scandals, al¬ 



though they have tended to 
precede sporting success. 

The 1980 "Totonero" scan¬ 
dal saw AC Milan and Lazio 
relegated to Serie B while star 
striker Paolo Rossi was banned 
for two years. He came back 
just in time to be Italy's hero in 
their 1982 World Cup victory. 

In 2006, Juve were rele¬ 
gated and stripped of their 
2005 and 2006 titles for inter¬ 
fering with the referees' com¬ 
mission. Just over a month 
later, Italy won their fourth 
World Cup.
